where a formally executed cbntrac 
to print the delinquent land list for 
less than the rate specified by law 
was declared null and void, attorneys 
for Star Publishing company appear- 
ed before Judge Dexter Bush in 
Hempstead circuit court at Washing- 
ton Monday arid asked: for judgment 
at the rate of 50 cents a tract on the 
1931 land list. 
• 


Judge Bush reserved judgment in 


order to go further into the law cases 
quoted for the newspaper, and an- 
nounced he would reaeh, o decision 
Wednesday morning. 


It was the second hearing on the 


newspaper 
case. 
Attorneys 
for 


Bounty Judge L. F. Higgason, who are 
Steve Carrigan and L. F. Monroe, had 
maintained it was a question of fad 
rather than a question of law,.claim- 
ing that Judge Higgason said Alex. H 
Washburn, publisher of Hope Star, had 
agreed to publish the list for 25 cents 
a tract, half the legal rate. 


Judge Bush ordered a jury trial, 


which .was held April 5 and 6, over 
the protest of the newspaper's at- 
torneys, O. A. Graves and W. S. At- 
kins, who contended it was a question 
of law which no allegation of fac

During 
the 


trial Mr. WashbUrn denied ever hav- 
ing any conversation with .Judge Hig- 
gason except a strenuous disagree- 
ment, and County Clerk Arthur An- 
derson testified1 that the newspaper 
had already been promised the list 
before the controversy: occurred. 


Case From Wisconsin 


The law cases supporting the news- 


paper's contention in the second round 
of the legal battle Monday, were pre- 
sented by Mr. Graves in an argument 
of about one hour before Judge Bush. 
The identical case 
quoted by Mr. 


Graves was Horace J, Hoffman et al 
vs. Chippewa County, in the Wiscon- 
sin Supreme Court (8 L. R. A. P. 781). 
In this case, however, the county had 
the further evidence of a regularly 
executed .contract in writing, sup- 
ported by a bond for the performance 
of the job. 
, 
. 


The' circuit court voided the con- 


tract as illegal, and 
the supreme 


court took the same view. The case 
produced two 
conclusions, in tho 


words of the law report as follows:. 


"1. An offer to print a delinquent 


tax list for less than the statutory 
rate, and the tender of a bond for the 
faithful performance of the work, in 
accordance with which a contract is 
entered into with the county clerk, 
who has no power to make such con- 
tract, will not prevent recovery of 
the full statutory rate. 


2. The doctrine of waiver or estop- 


pel has no application to a contract 
made by a public officer without au- 
thority for the performance of work 
at less than the rates fixed therefor 
By statute, and such doctrine cannot 
be invoked as a defense to a suit for 
the full statutory rate." 


Text of Decision 


The actual decision by Chief Justice 


Cole of the Wisconsin Supreme Court 
affirming the circuit court decision, 
is as follows: 


"The learned circuit court sustained 


the demurrer to the answer of the 
defendant on the ground that as the 
statute provides, when the number 
of descriptions in the list 
was less 


than \3,000, the printer publishing it 
should receive thirty cents for each 
lot or tract in the list, that this was 
controlling. 
The 
language of the 


statute is certainly clear and explicit 
on the subject. It is even mandatory 
in form, and says that 'the printer 
who shall publish the list and notice 
of the time when the redemption of 
lands sold for the nonpayment of taxes 
will expire shall receive thirty cents 
for each lot or tract of land in such 
list, for all the insertions.' 


"Thus the statutes expressly pre- 


scribe the fees which the printer shall 
receive, and the county clerk had no 
authority to make a contract which 
changed them. The statute, indeed, 
does not give the clerk any power to 
contract for the publication of the list 
where the number of descriptions in 
the list does not exceed 3,000. He is 
required to cause the* list to be pub- 
lished as the statute prescribes, that 
is, he can select or designate the pa- 
per, but the compensation for the ser- 
vice has been fixed by the legisla- 
ture. But, where the number of de- 
scriptions in the advertised list ex- 
ceed 3,000, there the county clerk is 
required to let by contract the publi- 
cation to the lowest bidder, in the

riculture)—The cotton market during 
the period April 9 to 15 witnessed an 
upward tendency 
with quotations 


April 15 about 20 points higher than 
those of the -previous week. 


Foreign and domestic' demand for 


spot cotton was stated as rather indif- 
ferent with such inquiries'as appeared 
centered largely on white strict low 
middling to strict middling inclusye 
in the lengths 718 inch and 15-16 inch. 
Holders of spot cotton were reported 
as not offering freely and switching 
their asking basis from May to July 
futures, the latter month being quoted 
at this time about J7 points over May. 


Average price middling as compiled 


from quotations of the ten designated 
markets April 15th 5.96 cents compared 
with 5.74c April 8th and 9.48c on the 
corresponding day the .previous sea- 
son. The volume of spot transactions 
in the ten markets continues small 


According to the Weather Bureau 


during the past week field work was 
active in the cotton belt and much 
ground was prepared for planting 
which progressed steadily in the more 
southern districts. 


E x p o r t s •continue comparatively 


heavy and to April 15th amounted to 
about 7,100,000 bales compared with 
5,800,000 a year ago.

'Law Fixes Rate 


•'In the case at bar, it Is insisted 


that the contract which the clerk at- 
tempted to make with the plaintiffs 
aWo'linte'd' to mthtflg"nW6 "than the 
designation of the paper in which the 
list should be published, but did not 
bind or compel the plaintiffs to do 
the work for less than the fees fixed 
by law. The principle of'law-relied 
on .is that, when the compensation of 
a "party performing services, for the 
State Is fixed by statute, it cannot be 
reduced by the officer or' person by 
yrtjom'he Is employed; and, since here 
the-statute expressly declares that the 
printer shall receive thirty cents'- for 
each lot or tract ;0f land' in the adver- 
tised list, the' compensation could not 
be diminished by any arrangement or 
contract which the county clerk' might 
make-in respect thereto. This" fotften- 
tlon of counsel • is 
sustained' by a 


number' of *well-c6nside!recl decisions. 


"".We have -already - stated -that the 
clerk had • no power -to en,ter • into/any 
contract for the publication in this 
case.

Officials Bound by Law 


"In People vs. Board of Police it is 


said: "There is no principle upon 
which an individual 
appointed or 


elected to an official position can be 
compelled to take, less than the sal- 
ary fixed by law. 'The acceptance anc 
discharge of the duties of the office 
after appointment are not a :waiver o 
the statutory provision fixing : the 
salary thereof, and do. not establish 
binding contract to perform 
the 


duties 
for the sum named 


The law does not recognize the prin- 
ciple that a board of officers can re 
duce the amount fixed bylaw for a 
salaried officer, arid procure officials 
to act at a less sum than the statute 
provides for, or that such official 
can make a binding contract to tha 
effect. The doctrine of waiver has n< 
application to any such case, and can
